Thccommer 
clal course has proved a great Incen 
live to many large boys who other- 
wise would have dropped out of 
school. 
Now, they appeal to other 


powers of the children by establishing 
a manual training course. 
Hy those 


who have studied the matter, It has 
been freely stated that the boy who 
does an hour's work In manual train- 
Ing every day, does better work In 
reading, 
writing, 
arithmetic 
and 


spelling than the one who sits In his 
seat all day and gets restless from in- 
activity. 


Then too, the boy Is much more 


easily governed. Instead of spending 
ils surplus energy pulling l:ls neigh- 
bor's hair, his powers are belngguld- 
ed In a direction of usefulness and 
3klll for tho later work of life. 
The 


community which studies to encour- 
age Its boys In their activities of life, 
las done most to develop of the high- 
'stform of cltl/.enshlp. There Is much 
truth in the remarks of Krasmus 
Wilson who says: 


"Were I as rich as some men are. 


do you know what I would do'/" said 
a friend to a man. 


"Well, I'll tell you," he went on to 


say, without giving time for anyone 
to make a guess. 


"I would buy a tract of land right 


n t he very hot bed of bad boys ami 
girls, and build on It a great, big 
dayhousc. That's what I would call 
t, because bad kids hate the very 
lame of schoolhouse. Th«n I would 
nvittt all the urchins round to c-ome 
and play. Hut 1 would have them 
>lay decently and orderly. 


"The tlrst department would be a 


jjreat, big swimming bath, through 
which everyone wanting 
to 
play 


would Jhave to pass. 
Anyone not 


wanting to play might take a swim 
and go out again. 


"In the next department I would 
ve ;i gymnasium, a truck for foot 


racing, and accommodations for vari- 
ous sorts of entertainment. 
Hut the 


only way to get Into this boys' para- 
Use would be through the bathhouse, 
thus Insuring cleanliness. Hoys clad 
n dirty clothes would have to stop In 
the wash room until their duds were 
washed and dried.

"After these would come depart- 


ments for teaching l>oys to read, 
write anil cipher: to work at such 
rades as they showed a tltncss for, to 
it udy such bninchesas would lit them 
for making a living. The only way 
into these departments 
would be 


through the bathhouse and gymnasi- 
um. 


"Competent Instructors would be 


provided for each department, whose 
chief duties would be to assist 
DOJ'S In whatever they undertook, and 
to see that they did It well. 
There 


would be no set courses of hist ruction 
but each one should be Instructed ac- 
cording to his ability to receive, and 
with a view to titling him for what- 
ever calling he might fancy.

wrong, the whole country will go 
wrong some of t hose days.

Memphis, Tonn., Oct. 5,—When tho 


president's steamer, Mississippi, hove 
In sight Friday, tho air was rent with 
tho blowing of whistles, the clanging 
of bells and tho shouting of crowds. 
A »ca of handkerchiefs waved from 
tho shore, and people came running 
from all parts of the city to Join tho 
mighty throng that had waited since 
noon along the river front. 
Every 


steamboat and yacht In 
the 
rlvor, 


every locomotive In the city and ovory 
mill, factory and other 
contrivance 


that had a 
whistle attachment, let 


forth a peal of nolflo with all the en- 
orgy that full clmrgcB of steam could 
produce. 


President Roosevelt and party 
ar- 


rived In tho harbor of Memphis at 
12: CO p. m. Friday nnd Immediately 
landed amid tho screeching of whis- 
tles and the cheers of thousands of 
people on tho river front. 
Tho rain 


of tho early morning had ceased and 
tho 
parade 
Immediately 
formed. 


Headed by a squad of police and threo 
companies of militia, tho march to tho 
Auditorium began. 
President Roose- 


velt, Gov. II, R. Patterson of Tonnes- 
BOO and Mayor James H. Malono of 
Memphis occupied seats In the first 
carriage, 
President Roosevelt 
re- 


ceived a cordial reception from 
all 


sides. 
People cheered, waved flags, 


and greeted the president with friend- 
ly cries and hurrahs.

Much 
preparation had been made to euro 
for tho city's guests. 


After his speech ho returned to a 


special train which had been waiting 
at tho union station and started at 
onco for tho hunting grounds In nor- 
thern Louisiana. 


Speaks to Vast Audience. 


Tho president spoko to n vast and 


enthusiastic audience on tho subject 
of a lakes to the gulf waterway, an 
nudioncn composed of delegates 
to

convention 
representing every 


Htato In the Mississippi valley, or rep- 
resentative business mon, public of- 
ficials, Including the governors of more 
than twenty states, nnd thousands of 
citizens of Memphis and the south. 
Ilo said in part: 
,—. 


"Tho Mississippi valley Is a magnifi- 


cent empire In Blue and fertility. 
It 


IB better adapted to tho development 
of Inland navigation than any other 
valley lu either hemisphere; for there 
are 12,000 miles of waterway 
now 


more or IOBB fully navigable, and tho 
conditions arc so favorable that 
It 


will bo easy to increase tho extent of 
navigable waterways to almost 
any 


required degree by canalization. 


The Mississippi Valley. 


In wealth of natural resources no 


kingdom of Europe can compare with 
tho Mississippi valley and the region 
around tho great 
lakes, 
taken 
to- 


gether, and in population this huge 
fertile plain already surpasses all savo 
ono or two of the largest European 
kingdoms. 
Tho valley of tho Missis- 


slppl Is politically and commercially 
moro Important than any other valley 
on tho fnco of the globe. Hero moro 
than anywhere else will be determin- 
ed the future of tho United States 
nnd indeed of 
tho 
whole western 


world. 
No iimn can forseo tho limit 


of the possibility of development In 
tho Mississippi valley. 


Waterways Needed. 


Such being the cast!, and this valley 


being literally tho heart of tho United 
States, all that concerns Its welfare 
must concern likewise tho whole coun- 
try. 
Therefore;, tho Mississippi rlvor 


and Its tributaries ought by all moans 
to bo utilized to their utmost possi- 
bility. Facility of cheap transporta- 
tion Is us essential In our modern civ- 
ilization, nnd wo cannot 
afford 
to 


longer neglect the groat 
highways 


which nature haB provided for us, 
ThoBo natural highways, tho water- 
ways, can never bo monopolized by 
any corporation. They belong to all 
tho peopio, and It la In tho power of 
no ono to tnko thorn away. 


Wherever u nuvlgublo rlvor runs be- 


side railroads the problem of regulat- 
ing the rates on tho railroads becomes 
far easier, because rlvor regulation IB 
rato regulation. When the water rate 
alnks, tho land rato cannot bo kept 
ut un oxcosBlve height. 


Year by year transportation prob- 


lems become moro acute, and tho 
time has come whou tho rivers real- 
ly fit to servo as arteries of trado 
should bo provided with channelc dcop 
enough to inako tho Investment of tho 
necessary money profitable to tho pub- 
lic. Tho national government should 
undertake this work. Where tho Im- 
mediately abutting land Is markedly 
benefited, and this benefit can bo defi- 
nitely localized, I trust that there will 
bo careful Investigation to 'BOO wheth- 
er some way can bo dovlsod by which 
tho Immediate beneficiaries may pay 
a 
portion 
of 
tho 
expense—as 
Is 


now tho custom OB regards certain 
classes of Improvements in our munic- 
ipalities; 
and measures should be 


taken to securo from tho localities 
specially benelltted prayer terminal fa- 
cilities. 


Immense aurmj havo already boon 


spent upon tho Mississippi by tho 
states nnd tho nation, yet much of.lt 
remains practically unused for com- 
merce. Ono Is that tho work done by 
the national government at leaBt has 
not been based upon a dofllnlto and 
continuous plan. 
Appropriations by 


congress, Instead of assuring 
the 


steady progress and timely coinphi- 
tlon of each ploco of work ns It was 
undertaken, have been Irregular and 
uncertain. 
Planned and orderly de- 


velopment IB essential to the best use 
of every natural resource, and to none 
moro than to tho host use of our In- 
land waterways. 
In the caao of tho 


waterways R has boon conspicuously 
absent. It Is evident that their most 
urgent need Is a fnrslghted and com- 
prohoiislvo plan, dealing not with nav- 
igation 
alone, nor 
with 
Irrigation 


alono, 
but 
considering our 
Inland 


waterways as a whole, and with rof- 
erouco to every use to which they 
can be put. 


Railroads Inadequate. 


Tho Industries developed under tho 


stimulus of f"o railroads are for tho 
most part permanent Industries, and 
therefore they form tho basis for fu- 
ture development. 
Hut tho railroads 


havo shown that they alono can not 
meet the demands of the country for 
transportation, nnd where this Is true 
the rivers should begin to supplement 
tho railroads, to the benefit of both, 
by relieving them of certain of the 
less profitable classes of freight. The 
moro farsoelng railroad men, I am 
glad to toll you, realize this fact, and 
many of them havo become earnest 
advocates of tho Improvement of tho 
Mississippi, so. that it may become a 
sort of 
Inland seaboard, extending 


from tho gulf far Into tho Interior, and 
I hope ultimately to tho great lakes. 


Other Interests to Care For. 


No study of tho problem of tho 


waterways could hope to be successful 
which failed to consider also tho re- 
maining factors In tho great problem 
of conserving all our resources. 
Ac- 


cordingly, 1 have asked tho waterways 
commission to tnko account of the 
orderly development and conservation 
not alono of the waters, but also of 
tho soil, tho forests, tho mines, and all 
tho other natural resources of our 
country. 


Many of those renourcos which wo 


havo boon In tho habit of c:illlng Inex- 
haustible are being rapidly exhausted, 
or lu cortaln regions havo actually dis- 
appeared. 
Coal mines, oil and gas. 


Holds, nnd Iron mines In Important 
numbers nro already worked out.

county shows that during tho last year 
tho dairy farmers have received more 
than $1,000,000 for their milk and 
cream, aside from the amount con- 
sumed at home. 
This showing puts 


Fond du Uic county lu tho front rank 
of tho dairy counties 'of tho state. 


Tho annual report of tho dairy In- 


dustry IB compiled from the returns of 
tho assessors of various towns of tho 
county. Those returns show that there 
are 34 creameries and 41 cheese fac- 
tories lu tho county. Tho creameries 
report 1.K20 patrons and 17,817 cows 
contributing to them. 
They received 


during tho year (!0,101,5C7 pounds of 
milk and made It,OH,',384 pounds of but- 
tor. for which they received 1084,734.- 
94. 
The choose factories report 831 


patrons and S.O.V.t cows. They received 
l'S,G(;7,r)S4 pounds of milk during the 
year and mado 3,0!i2,ri£9 pounds 
of 


choose, for which they received $2!M,« 
ooii.os. 


In addition to the output of 
the 


creameries and cheese factories the 
assessors report that tho buttor mode 
on the farms amounted to $3u,001 dur- 
ing the year, there being 
112,495 


pounds. 
This would bring the total 


valuation of tho dairy 
products 
of 


the county up to $1,008,819.03. leaving 
out of thi! consideration entirely 10,- 
725 gallons of milk that was Bold for 
distribution In cities and villages.

Set the Jars In a pun of cold wutur; 
put on tho stove, and boll until 
hot through (about ono hour). Then 
seal the bottles tight, and the raisins 
will keep moist and fresh until tho 
next winter. Jt is best to put a block 
of wood in the pan under the bottles to 
keep them from cracking. 


Washing Embroidery. 


Great caro should be imod In wash- 


ing silk embroideries, liven tho best 
silk will not bear having soap rubbed 
upon It. Ono should use warm water, 
not hot, and a suds made from somu 
puro soap. With reasonable care i'bltu 
silk embroideries can 
be 
laundered 


many times without turning yellow, 
which Is generally the result of too 
hot water and a poor soap or cheap 
washing powders.

ASHINGTON. — Preparatory 
to 


submitting their annual reports 


and estimates to congress at tho com- 
ing session, tho commissioners aro 
considering tho advisability of pro- 
vldlng public baths In tho District. 
They strongly favor the establishment 
of public baths, and last year recom- 
mended that an appropriation bo made 
sufficient to build two, but congress 
turned It down. This year. It Is stated, 
tho commissioners will ask for an ap- 
propriation with which to establish 
public baths for the accommodation of 
pupils of tho public schools, uud.tho 
nstabllBhmont of public laundries In 
connection with tho public baths. 


All of the commissioners aro anx- 


ious to provide som« kind of bathing 
or swimming schemo for tho school 
children. It Is their aim to make tlin 
scheme of such a naturo as to hnvo 
nwlmmlng lessons 
as part of 
the 


course of studies at tho schools. They 


think every child, boy or girl, should 
learn the art of swimming. 


In connection with tho effort of tho 


commissioners fu secure these public 
batliH it Is also likely they will en- 
deavor to establish ono or two public 
laundries in the District 
This Idea 


Is something now and novel In this 
part of the country, although such 
places aro common throughout Eu- 
rope, 


It Is tho belief that a public laundry 


should bo connected with every public 
bathhouse erected In tho District and 
to hnvo each laundry suppilcu with not 
less than 30 stationary wash tubs, 
where the women of tho poorer class- 
es can take their clothing to bo wash- 
cd, requiring only a trilling sum for 
soap and other Incidentals. Connected 
with each laundry It Is the Idea to 
havo a "drying-room," where tho wom- 
en can take clothes after tho washing 
to bo Jrlfd, cither by hot air or steam.
